Jim Garrison has 
charged that Shaw conspired 
f with David W. Ferrie, Lee Har- 
f vey Oswald, and others, to mur- 
i- der the President. A commission 
e headed by Chief Justice fearl 
s Warren concluded that Oswald, 
e a New Orleans school dropout, 
it killed. Kennedy five years ago in 
f- Dallas, and that no others were . 
involved. 

The prosecution saysvit is not 
required to prove the alleged 
conspiracy here led to Kenne- 1 
dy’s death, in order to obtain : 
» a conviction. The penalty is one ' 
to 20 years imprisonment.
